4 letters are pronounced from the lips: cj, ei, 3. Except these letters, do not let the 
lips move whilst pronouncing any other letter.

❖ The plural of Harakat is ‘Harakat’. Zabar _, Zayr ^ and Paysh _are called 

Harakat. Zabar and Paysh are placed above the letters whereas Zayr is placed underneath. 

❖ The letter which bears Harakat is called ‘Mutaharrik’. 
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Madani Qai’dah 

❖ Pronounce Zabar _ by opening the mouth and raising the voice, Zayr ^ by 

dropping the voice and Paysh ^ by the rounding of the lips. 

❖ Pronounce the Harakat in Arabic accent without stretching or jerking the voice. 

❖ If a Harakat or Jazm is present on ‘ud I’ then pronounce it as Hamzah ‘ 

❖ If the letter ‘I j carries a Zabar or Paysh pronounce it with a thick tone. If the letter 
‘b’ bears a Zayr, pronounce it with a thin tone.

Lesson Number 21 

Waqf [Pause] 

❖ Waqf: The meaning of Waqf is to Pause and Stop i.e. at whichever phrase Waqf is to 
be done, end the voice and the breath on the last letter of that phrase. 

❖ If Zabar, Zayr, Paysh, double Zayr or double Paysh, vertical Zayr or inverted Paysh is 
present on the last letter of the phrase, then make that (last) letter Sakin when 
making Waqf. 

❖ If double Zabar is present on the last letter of the phrase, then pronounce it as <jJ I 
when making Waqf. 

❖ If the last letter of the word is rounded 0 i.e. ‘S’, then no matter which Harakat or 
Tanwin it carries, pronounce it as ‘ when making Waqf. 

❖ When making Waqf, vertical Zabar, the Letters of MaddaK and Sakin Letters are not 
changed. 

❖ In case of Waqf on a Mushaddad letter, the Tashdid will be maintained but the 
Harakat will not be made apparent. 
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❖ Qutni -* When Hamzah WaslI is present after Tanwin, the Hamzah Wash is 
dropped in case of Wasl (without pausing) and the uP Sakin of Tanwin is given 
Zayr and a small wP is usually shown with it, this wP is called Qutnf. 

❖ Signs of Waqf (Pause): Some of the signs of Waqf are described below: 

a) O This is the sign of Waqf Tam and indicates the completion of Quranic verse, 

one ought to make pause at it. 

b) p This is the sign of Waqf Lazim, one must make pause at it. 

c) Js -* This is the sign of Waqf Mutlaq, it is better to make pause at it. 

d) £ -*■ This is the sign of Waqf Jaiz, it is better to make pause at it but it is also 

permissible to continue. 

e) j —► This is the sign of Waqf Mujawwaz, it is permissible to make pause at it but it 
is better to avoid pause at it. 

f) jo -» This is the sign of Waqf Murakhkhas, one should not make pause at it. 

g) it -► If the sign O is present above the sign of verse i.e. O, there is difference in 
opinion about whether to make pause or not. If ‘if is present without the sign 
verse, then do not make pause. 

❖ I’adah (Repetition): After making Waqf, to repeat from preceding verse without pause 
is called I’adah.

Answer: If the letter before the of the Ism-e-Jalalat - AJJ1 (Js-sS^) carries Zabar or 
Paysh, then the of the Ism-e-Jalalat - AJJI (JL-iS^) will be pronounced in thick tone and 
if the letter before the ^ of the Ism-e-Jalalat - Ail I (JUsS^) carries Zayr, then the of the 
Ism-e-Jalalat - 4JJI (JsaS*-) will be pronounced in thin tone.

Answer:' T will be pronounced in thick tone if it is preceded by a letter that is pronounced 
in thick tone and it will be pronounced in thin tone when preceded by a letter that is 
pronounced in thin tone.

Answer: If Hamzah is present after a letter of Maddah in the same word, then it will be 
Madd Muttasil (adjacent).

Answer: If Hamzah is present after a letter of Maddah in the next word, then it will be 
Madd Munfasil (distant). 

Question: How much Madd Muttasil and Madd Munfasil need to be elongated? (Lesson 17) 

Answer: Whilst pronouncing Madd Muttasil and Madd Munfasil, elongate the tone up 
to 2, 2*4 or 4 

Question: Describe the case of Madd Lazim. (Lesson 17) 

Answer: If a Sukun AslI 9 . ^ is present after a letter of Maddah, then it will be 

Madd Lazim. 

Question: Describe the case of Madd Lin-Lazim. (Lesson 17) 

Answer: If a Sukun AslI 9 . is present after a letter of Lin, then it will be Madd Lin-Lazim. 
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Question: How much Madd Lazim and the Madd Lln-Lazim need to be elongated? 
(Lesson 17) 

Answer: Whilst pronouncing Madd Lazim and Madd Lln-Lazim, elongate up to 3,4 or 5 
Question: Describe the case of Madd ‘Arid. (Lesson 17) 

Answer: If a temporary Sukun [i.e. a letter becomes Sakin by virtue of Waqf (pause)] is 
found after a letter of Maddah, then it will be Madd ‘Arid.

Answer: If a temporary Sukun [i.e. a letter becomes Sakin by virtue of Waqf (pause)] is 
found after a letter of Lin, then it will be Madd Lin-‘Arid.

Answer: At some locations in the Holy Quran, there is a symbol of circle ‘o’ upon the uJI, 
this type of uJI is called a ‘Zaid (additional) vjJI’, one should not pronounce it.
